Citing braking trouble, Toyota announces recall of 170,000 
hybrid cars in Japan; a similar move is possible in the U.S. 


TOKYO Toyota said Tuesday it is recalling 170,000 Prius 
hybrid cars in Japan for braking problems and will soon dis- 
close details of its global plans for a fix. 

The automaker will hold a news conference at its Tokyo 
office Tuesday to outline details of the braking problem, 
including plans for a possible recall in the U.S. 

Toyota Motor Corp. said it will inform the Japanese 
Transport Ministry later in the day it is recalling the 2010 
Prius gas-electric hybrid that went on sale last year. 

Also being recalled are two other hybrid models: the Lexus 
HS25oh sedan and the Sai, which is sold only in Japan. 

U.S. safety officials have launched an investigation into 
problems with the brakes. 

The braking problem for the third-generation remodeled 
Prius is the latest safety woe for Toyota, which is already try- 
ing to fix problems in millions of vehicles recalled for other 
defects, including a sticky gas pedal. 

The automaker has fixed the programming glitch in Prius 
models that went on sale since last month, but had done noth- 
ing yet on the cars sold before then, according to Toyota. 

There have been nearly 200 complaints in Japan and the 
U.S. of drivers experiencing a short delay before the brakes 
kick in— a problem that can be fixed with a software program-

ming change. The delay doesn’t indicate a brake failure. Auto- 
safety experts recommend allowing more time to stop. 

The problem is suspected in four crashes resulting in two 
minor injuries, according to data gathered by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration, which is investigat- 
ing the matter. Toyota says it’s cooperating with the NHTSA’s 
investigation. 

Toyota said its plug-in hybrid also is being recalled, but that 
is still a largely experimental model for rental and government 
use in limited numbers, and isn’t for mass commercial sale. 

Toshirou Yoshinaga, auto analyst at Aizawa Securities in 
Tokyo, said Toyota ran the risk of seeing trust wither further 
if it did not go for a Prius recall. Just as important, he said, is 
the need for Toyota to improve how it communicates. 

“They have to explain things better,” he said Monday before 
the announcement of the recall. “Their explanation is insuf- 
ficient.” 



Wide net cast 
to combat carp 

After a White House meeting christened the “carp summit,” 
federal and state officials Monday announced a multi-pronged 
attack with a $78.5 million price tag to prevent Asian carp, 
an invasive species, from establishing populations in Lake 
Michigan. 

Nancy Sutley the president’s top environmental adviser, 
led the meeting at the request of the governors of Michigan 
and Wisconsin, who were on hand. Gov Quinn was scheduled 
to attend but canceled his travel plans because of the winter 
weather in Illinois and planned to take part by teleconference, 
spokeswoman Marlena Jentz said. 

Officials on Monday afternoon unveiled an Asian Carp 
Control Strategy Framework, which they characterized as 
“aggressive” and “unparalleled.” It features more than 25 short- 
term and long-term actions funded by major spending, some of 
which officials said already is in the pipeline. 

Asian carp are considered a major threat to the Great Lakes 
region and its commercial and recreational fishing industry, 
which estimates call a $7 billion enterprise. 

The new strategy calls for a multi-tiered defense of the Great 
Lakes to keep carp out in which scientists try to develop bio- 
logical controls to prevent the prolific, non-native fish from 
developing self-sustaining populations. 

Officials said a priority is limiting the number of carp that 
enter Lake Michigan.

“Going Public” braced for a CTA avalanche Monday and got light snow 
showers instead. 

After weeks of fielding readers' concerns about doomsday scenarios, 
“GP” prepared for the worst this week. Some riders wrote in that their 
commutes were aggravated by packed buses and delayed trains, but 
many of you wrote in to say you didn't notice a change to your morning 
schedules. 

“GP” hit the streets during Monday morning rush hour, prepared 
to see stranded bus riders because the CTA eliminated nine express 
routes and reduced service on 119 bus 
routes. Yet buses came every few minutes 
along Ashland and Western avenues and 
Irving Park Road, thoroughfares that pre- 
viously saw express service, 

Travis Hartinger, who used to ride the 
No, X80 Irving Park express bus to the 
Blue Line, told “GP” that riding the non- 
express No, 80 Irving Park bus “was really 
no different” than his regular routine. 

Hartinger had previously told “GP” he thought the service cuts would 
make him late for work and force him to buy a car. 

“The bus came a few minutes later than the oldX8o did,” said 
Hartinger, 32, of Ravenswood, “But when we finally got to my stop it 
was the same time as the X80 used to get me there,” 

But the first true test of the service cuts might come Tuesday 
Forecasters predict the Chicago area could get about a foot of snow 
from late Monday through early Wednesday 
Mary Sydney of Humboldt Park said she is worried about the poten- 
tial snowstorm because she had to walk part of her commute Monday 
morning, Sydney said she waited about 40 minutes before 5 a,m, for the 
No, 49 Western bus to take her north to Fullerton Avenue, She then 
walked to Damen Avenue because she didn't see the No, 74 Fullerton 
bus coming, Sydney said she was about 20 minutes late for work 
because of the less frequent service, 

Michael Barth of Beverly also expressed concern about the cuts amid 
bad weather. He told “GP” that there's usually a train waiting for him 
at the Midway Orange Line stop when he arrives there before 8 a.m. 
There wasn't one Monday, he said, 

“There were tons of people waiting on the platform,” said Barth, 33, 

“I knew it was going to be bad, I didn't expect it to be like this,”

An area winter storm 
warning was issued for 
late Monday through 
early Wednesday with 
up to 12 inches of snow 
expected to blanket 
the area, according to 
the National Weather 
Service.

Bus and train riders who encountered the 
CTA at far less than its best on the first 
weekday of major service cuts should pre- 
pare themselves to slog through snow during 
Tuesday’s commute. 

The CTA implemented a winter action 
plan Monday to ensure that bus motors 
start in the morning and that the fleet— 
downsized by almost 290 buses because of 
the service cuts— can get out of garages and 
storage yards and onto streets. 

Snow-sweeper trains were to have oper- 
ated through the night to make sure tracks 
are plowed for the approximately 130,000 
CTA passengers who travel by train from 
6 to 9 a.m. each day, officials said. 

Riders voiced frustration after putting up 
Monday with longer waits at bus stops and 
at rail station platforms, as well as endur- 


ing crowded conditions and longer travel 
times. 

Carolyn Ephraim, who is financially sup- 
porting five grandchildren, said she worries 
the CTA cuts will make her late for work at 
the Daley Center downtown. 

“That jeopardizes my job,” said Ephraim, 
55, who left her home Monday in Marquette 
Park 20 minutes earlier than usual to offset 
any delays. Ephraim said she arrived barely 
on time. 

She used to take the No. X49 Western 
Express bus, but it stopped operating 
Sunday, and she now has to wait for the 
local Western Avenue bus, Ephraim said. 
“It’s slower than ever,” she said. 

It didn’t help that the number of CTA 
employees who failed to report for work 
Monday was twice the normal rate, officials 
said, declining to provide specific numbers. 


Employees on standby filled in as much as 
possible. But on top of the reduced service, 
the CTA was forced to cancel 33 bus runs 
in the morning rush, officials said, out of a 
total of almost 1,500 runs. 

Overall ridership Monday appeared to 
be slightly lower than normal in response 
to the widely reported warnings of an 
18 percent reduction in CTA bus service and a 
9 percent cutback in train operations. 

All Gloria Eleming, a social worker, want- 
ed when she got off work Monday evening 
was a seat on the bus. 

But when she saw there were no empty 
seats on the southbound No. 26 South Shore 
Express bus just after 5 p.m., she let the bus 
pass her by Eleming let another packed bus 
pass, before resigning herself to stand on a 
third bus.

Daley: Expand watchdog’s reach 

Mayor Daley on Monday proposed expanding the powers 
of the city’s inspector general to include investigating 
aldermen-an idea long opposed by City Council-as well 
as taking away the hiring oversight duties currently held 
by the mayor’s compliance office. 

The proposed ordinance, which Daley will introduce at 
Wednesday’s council meeting, would be a dramatic shift in 
the power struggle between City Hall watchdogs. 

The move was endorsed by Inspector General 
Joseph Ferguson, who while appointed by the mayor 
is considered more independent than the Daley 
administration’s Office of Compliance. 

“The proposal announced by the mayor here today to 
amend the inspector general’s ordinance constitutes a 
watershed moment in the history of the city,’’ Ferguson 
said. “This proposal comes to grips with core structural 
reforms necessary to root out patronage and corruption in 
the city of Chicago.

seat,” Fleming said. 

Meanwhile, CTA President Richard Rodriguez called on 
union officials representing bus and rail employees to meet with 
him this week to try to negotiate a quick end to the service cuts, 
which resulted in the layoffs of about i,ioo employees. 

Union officials agreed to meet, but no date was immediately 
set. They said they wanted to confer with their memberships 
before starting negotiations. 

Rodriguez said he has a menu of ideas to chisel away at a 
$95.6 million budget deficit. CTA officials in late January 
offered the Amalgamated Transit Union a list of proposed union 
concessions totaling more than $76 million. 

The unions have not agreed to any of those terms. But union 
leaders said they will gauge their membership’s support for 
$90.6 million in savings that the union chiefs recently proposed 
on their own to the CTA. 

Darrell Jefferson, president of the bus drivers union, said he 
remains hopeful that the 903 members who were laid off from 
Local 241 will return to work once an agreement is reached. 

“I just want the CTA to meet us in the middle of the road,” 
Jefferson said. 

Robert Kelly, president of the rail workers union, said he will 
conduct a membership meeting Tuesday But he said his rank 
and file in Local 308, which lost 112 members to the layoffs, has 
up until now opposed making any contract concessions. 


Pace trims slam 
some commuters

Across the suburbs Monday, some commuters were sharing 
the pain of CTA riders in the city, even though the cuts to 
Pace bus service weren’t as extensive. 

Pace eliminated 15 routes around the region— from 
Country Club Hills in the south to Naperville out west and 
Arlington Heights in the northwest suburbs— and reduced 
service on another nine routes. 

Paleontology student Andy Stavrinou, 28, of Arlington 
Heights, waited more than a hour for the Pace 696 bus after 
his morning class at Harper College in Palatine. Last week 
the wait was a mere five minutes after his class ended. 

“Now it’s all screwed up,” Stavrinou said, catching up on 
some reading in a lobby near the stop. “I don’t drive and Pm 
totally dependent on it.” 

Pace spokesman Patrick Wilmot said the changes went 
as smoothly as could be expected, explaining that most of 
the routes eliminated fed into Metra stations. That meant 
commuters had to find alternative ways of getting to train 
stations. 

“We have a lot of pockets in the suburbs where there 
is demand, but not enough for us to operate the service,” 
Wilmot said. 

Calls to the transit agency’s customer service line were 
higher than normal, mostly from people confirming that 
their routes weren’t affected, Wilmot said. 

Unlike the CTA, Pace didn’t lay off employees to help plug 
its $6.5 million budget shortfall. The route elimination will save 
about $1.5 million and spare a fare hike, officials have said.

Although it won’t be enough to cancel the service cuts, the 
CTA reached a tentative agreement with its trade unions to 
save 38 jobs, officials announced. The trade unionists, who per- 
form maintenance and construction at CTA facilities, accepted 
proposals to take unpaid days and defer some wage increases in 
exchange for flexibility from the CTA side on issues important 
to them, CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. 


Dems get started on candidate picks 

Gov. Quinn and fellow Democratic leaders began the 
delicate dance of picking a new running mate for Quinn 
today, while emphasizing there was no horse-trading 
involved in a scandal-ridden Chicago pawnbroker’s 
decision to abandon his primary nomination for lieutenant 
governor. 

Quinn said Cohen should not be reimbursed for the 
roughly $2 million in personal funds he poured into 
his campaign, and a spokesman for Democratic Party 
chairman and House Speaker Michael Madigan agreed, 
saying the topic never surfaced in Madigan’s two 
conversations with Cohen leading up to his teary-eyed 
withdrawal Sunday night. 

Panel advises settlement in cop case 

A key City Council committee Monday recommended 
settling for $700,000 a civil rights claim filed against 
Chicago Police and the city that accused officers of 
clubbing and injuring a man without cause. 

The settlement, set to be considered Wednesday by the 
full council, relates to a July 2008 early morning incident 
at the Southwest Side home of Gustavo Arreola and his 
son, Juan-Carlos Arreola. 

Police accused the younger Arreola of toting a 
gun, and a scuffle among police and family members 
occurred, according to the suit filed by the family. At one 
point, Gustavo Arreola was hit in the head with a weapon 
of some kind, causing a bloody skull fracture, the suit 
alleged. 

Panhandler arrested again 

A man who has been arrested almost 180 times-and 
whose presence on the CTA’s Green Line has instilled fear 
among riders-has been arrested again. 

Clarence Ervin, 52, of the 900 block of North 
Waller Avenue in Chicago, was arrested Saturday and 
charged with battery, criminal trespass and obstructing 
identification-all misdemeanors-stemming from two 
recent incidents, according to Oak Park police Cmdr. Len 
Jorgensen. 

Last week, Ervin was panhandling at Mancini’s Pizza, 
1038 Lake St. in Oak Park, Jorgensen said. He was asked to 
leave, but did not do so immediately and made a scene, he 
said. After he did leave, the business filed a police report.

Plant toll not expected to rise 


□ MIDDLETOWN, Conn. Search-and-rescue 
crews declared a section of an exploded 
power plant too unstable to comb through 
Monday, a task that lost urgency when offi- 
cials said everyone assigned to work at the 
plant the day of the blast had been accounted 
for and the death toll should stand at five. 

Mayor Sebastian Guiliano sounded a note 
of caution Monday afternoon, saying rescue 
crews had been unable to get to all areas of 
the plant and he could not say for certain that 
no more victims would be found. 

Deputy Fire Marshal A 1 Santostefano told 
The Associated Press that he didn’t know 
when rescue crews would be able to search 
the small section of the plant that was unsta- 
ble but said the fact that everyone had been 
accounted for was good news.

“We needed something to lift spirits around 
here, and that definitely did it,” he said.

It hap- 
pened as workers were clearing gas lines of 
air, but the exact cause remained under inves- 
tigation. 

Welders and other workers were at the site 
Monday, preparing to make it safer for emer- 
gency workers, said Ed Reilly, president of 
the Greater Hartford-New Britain Building 
Trades Council. Piles of rubble stood 10 feet 
high in some places, and mounds of debris lay 
everywhere, Santostefano said. 

Investigators from the town fire marshal’s 
office returned to the scene Monday to try 
to begin determining the cause. Investigators 
from Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration were also at the site, which 
was closed to reporters. 



Tallest 
skyscraper 
closes doors 
to public 

□ DUBAI, United Arab Emirates The world’s 
tallest skyscraper has unexpectedly 
closed to the public a month after its lavish 
opening, disappointing tourists headed for 
the observation deck and casting doubt over 
plans to welcome its first permanent occu- 
pants in the coming weeks. 

Electrical problems are at least partly to 
blame for the closure of the Burj Khalifa’s 
viewing platform— the only part of the half- 
mile high tower open yet. But a lack of infor- 
mation from the spire’s owner left it unclear 
whether the rest of the largely empty build- 
ing-including dozens of elevators meant to 
whisk visitors to the tower’s more than 160 
floors— was affected by the shutdown. 

The indefinite closing, which began 
Sunday, comes as Dubai struggles to revive 
its international image as a cutting-edge 
Arab metropolis amid nagging questions 
about its financial health.

The league 
could keep its full schedule, too; just shoe- 
horn more contests into the rest of the calen- 
dar, like the NHL does every fourth year. 

NBC, which said it will spill $200 mil- 
lion in red ink to air the Vancouver Games, 
would have a more attractive product for 
advertisers. It’s the next best thing to putting 
Michael Phelps on the ski jump or Usain Bolt 
on skates. 

Most important, the fans win, as the 
Olympic tournament would fall in the middle 
of All-Star weekend. Derrick Rose driving 
the lane with gold on the line gets the blood 
pumping a lot faster than another meaning- 
less pickup game. 

I hereby pass the torch to you, IOC.

Tyrus Thomas declined to speak to reporters after 
returning to the practice floor Monday from his one- 
game suspension for berating coach Vinny Del Negro. 

While urging the need to move forward, Del Negro 
spoke volumes for the fourth-year forward.
